— From this list (except as mentioned below) are excluded all statutes 
which can no longer be regarded as of any substantial effect, either because directly 
or impliedly repealed by the Codes, or otherwise, or which, though not so repealed, 
have accomplished their purpose and have no other effect than to justify acts long 
since done by their authority, such as appropriation bills, grants of franchises, or of 
rights for a limited period, or directions or authorizations to perform acts which 
have doubtless already been done, or to contract obligations which have been 
satisfied, and statutes creating and providing for the government of municipal cor- 
porations, which have become inoperative by the reincorporation of the same munici- 
palities by or under subsequent statutes, either general or special. 

In accordance with the directions contained in the statute creating the present 
commission, however, there has been noted in this list a number of statutes which 
are not in force, and in each such instance there has been noted the statute super- 
seding or expressly repealing the same, and such decisions of our Supreme Court as 
may be useful in determining whether such statute is unconstitutional or no longer 
in force. 

No index of this list has been prepared, as recourse can be in the first instance 
had to the general indeies of 1830-1893 and 189.1-1903, to ascertain the title, year, 
page, and chapter of the statute sought, and, with the aid of the data thus obtained, 
it can be easily ascertained whether it is included in this list of the statutes in force. 

This list is not in any sense authority, and in that regard it has no higher sanc- 
tion than had the "volume of statutes continued in force," compiled by the Code 
Commissioners in 1873 {Needham v. Thresher, 49 Cal. 392).
